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PREFACE 


Mr«  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  public 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1971 • 

The  general  improvement  of  the  older  type  housing  in  the  area 
has  commenced  and  the  first  designated  General  Improvement  Area  of  88 
dwellings  at  Coedely  is  under  way.  The  Council  has  agreed  that  areas 
at  Llantrisant  and  Gilfach  Goch  should  follow o 

Building  of  the  Aged  Persons  Complexes  at  Talbot  Green  and 
Beddau  is  well  under  way  and  the  flats  will  be  readily  filled  from 
the  housing  waiting  list  when  they  are  completed* 

The  people  of  the  district  and  especially  the  residents  of 
Gilfach  Goch  were  delighted  that  the  County  Council  commenced  a 
Reclammation  Scheme  in  the  Gilfach  Goch  area, 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  express  to  the 
Authorities  concerned  the  gratitude  of  the  Council  for  selecting 
Gilfach  Goch. 

The  people  of  the  district  still  await  the  badly  needed  new 
comprehensive  Sewage  Works  at  Miskin.  The  present  works  are  overloaded 
and  any  efforts  at  present  to  alleviate  the  smells  there  can  only  be 
of  a temporary  nature. 

The  location  of  the  proposed  new  town  at  Llantrisant  is 
still  awaited  and  the  siting  of  the  new  sewage  works  depends  on  the 
location  of  the  new  town  so  the  people  of  the  Llantrisant  Rural 
District  must  sadly  suffer  on. 

The  Council  implemented  its  decision  to  set  up  an  Old 
Peoples'  Welfare  Committee  during  the  year.  This  Committee  acts  in 
conjiinction  with  the  Aged  Persons  Organisations  in  the  area.  The 
members  of  the  organisations  interested  in  the  care  and  welfare  of 
aged  persons  were  invited  to  nominate  members  for  co-option  to  the 
Committee.  The  results  of  work  already  done  among  the  aged  are  most 
pleasing  and  the  survey  of  the  unmet  needs  of  the  old  folk  is  being 
prepared. 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  continues  to  operate  with  the 
help  of  the  W.R.V.S.  Members  who  work  tremendously  hard  delivering 
meals  to  the  old  people  of  the  area. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement 
and  support,  the  Council's  Officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyalty 
during  the  year,
